Applicant's arguments, see pages 2-6 of the above-identified Reply, have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The 
applicant argued that the prior art, Lien et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,386,567, Hendry et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,682,529, Nolan et al., U.S. 
Patent No. 6,049,316, and Siefert , U.S. Patent No. 6,662,240, either alone or in combination, discloses or suggests the method step of 
arranging a digital data communication (DDC) interface connected to a processing unit to read first data corresponding to the video 
display unit from the video displau unit; particularly, the VBE 46 of Nolan et al. '316 does not appear to be a hardware-implemented DDC 
interface connected to a processing unit, as claimed; also, the examiner's conclusion of obviousness in combining "Lien-Hendry" with 
Nolan et al is based upon improper hindsight reasoning by using the teachings contained in the disclosure of the present application; and 
no motivation for combining the references for producing the claim invention. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must 
be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long 
as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F 2d 
1392, 170 USPQ209 (CCPA 1971). 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can 
only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 
1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivations for combining Lien et al. '567 with Hendry et al. '529, and with Nolan et al. '316 have 
been specifically pointed out in section 4 of the Final Office action. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., the DDC interface is a hardware-implemented DDC interface) are not recited in the rejected claims. 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns. 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Clearly, the VBE 46 of Nolan et al. '316 is read as the claim limitation "a digital data communication (DDC) interface"; the VBE 46 is 
connected to the processing unit using the interface display driver 42 and the the graphics hardware 50, see Fig. 5, and col 7 lines 15- 
20. 

The rejections recited in the final Office action are therefore maintained. 
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
